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1 . CALIFANO VISIT. HEW HAS TOLD US THE SECRETARY MIGHT 
POSTPONE HIS TRIP UNTIL SPRING. IF HE DOES TRAVEL IN 
NOVEMBER. THOUGH, HE WILL STOP IN POLAND NOVEMBER 15-18, 

AT THE END OF HIS TRIP TO THE MIDDLE EAST SO AS TO AVOID 
CONFLICT WITH THE TRADE COMMISSION MEETING. THE HEW 
STAFFER RATED THE CHANCES AS 50-50 FOR NOVEMBER OR NEXT 
SPRING AND PROMISED TO KEEP US INFORMED. WE HAVE ADVISED 
THE POLISH EMBASSY, BECAUSE THEY HAD EARLIER NOTIFIED 
WARSAW ABOUT THE NOVEMBER 8-1 1 DATES. THEY WILL INFORM 
WARSAW ABOUT THE CHANGE AND ABOUT THE NEED TO HANG LOOSE 
ON THIS FOR AWHILE. 

2. PARLIAMENTARY EXCHANGE. WE HAVE ADVISED JIM HEALEY 

OF CONGRESSMAN ROSTENKOWSKI'S OFFICE ABOUT YOUR DISCUSSION 
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WITH FRELF.K (WARSAW 5016). HEALEY PROMISED TO ADVISE 
GARY HYMEL IN THE SPEAKER'S OFFICE. HEALEY SAID THE TRIP 
CANNOT BE SCHEDULED BEFORE THE SECOND WEEK IN NOVEMBER, AND 
WE ADVISED IT WOULD BE BEST TO THINK I; TERMS OF THE SECOND 
HALF OF NOVEMBER (BECAUSE OF THE CALIFANO VISIT). 

3. HEALEY CONFIDED, HOWEVER. THAT O'NEILL IS NOW CONSID- 
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ERING A VISIT TO THE FAR EAST (CHINA, JAPAN) INSTEAD, AND 
IT MAY BE DIFFICULT TO PERSUADE HIM TO GO TO EASTERN 
EUROPE, ESPECIALLY SINCE HE HAS BEEN TO POLAND. THERE IS 
A POSSIBILITY THE SPEAKER WOULD ASK ROSTENKOWSKI TO TAKE 
A GROUP TO EASTERN EUROPE, BUT JIM IS NOT YET SURE 
ROSTENKOWSKI WOULD WANT TO DO THAT. WE WILL KEEP IN CLOSE 
TOUCH WITH HEALEY, BUT FROM WHAT HE SAYS WE DOUBT THE 
PICTURE WILL CLARIFY BEFORE THE END OF JULY. 

4. MESSAGE FOR NATHALIE BLACK FROM ANNE PALI .IF.: NEED 
YOUR CABLED APPROVAL TO ALLOW DR. MCCANN TO ADD 2.81 ACRES 
OF LAND FROM PARCEL 9 (OTHER END OF FOXES DEN) TO HIS 

APPLE ORCHARD PARCELS (10, 1 1. 12, AND 13). THIS DOES 
NOT CREATE A SMALL PARCEL BUT INCREASES ALREADY EXISTING 
ONE ENABLING MCCANN TO PUT HIS HOUSE IN WOODS INSTEAD OF 
RIPPING OUT APPLE TREES. SALE OF PARCEL 9 HELD UP PENDING 
YOUR CABLED APPROVAL. NEED SETTLEMENT TO MEET DEADLINE ON 
CONTRACT FOR PURCHASE OF PROPERTY. YOUR HOUSE 1832 FULLY 
LEASED AT 1,000 DOLLARS MONTH. WILL SEND FULL ACCOUNTING 
IN LETTER THIS WEEK. 

5. THIS MESSAGE WAS CONVEYED BY DON KREISBERG IN ICA/ARA, 

A FRIEND OF THE BLACKS. WE AGREED TO CONVEY IT BECAUSE HE 
SAID PREVIOUS ATTEMPTS HAVE BROUGHT NO RESPONSE. WE 
SUGGEST THE REPLY BE SENT COMMERCIALLY OR BY INTERESTED 
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PARTY CABLE. 

6. POLISH AMERICAN CONG, ESS GROUP MEETS WITH NEWSOM. THE 
UNDER SECRETARY FOR POLITICAL AFFAIRS ON JUNE 27 RECEIVED 

A GROUP LED BY PAC PRESIDENT MAZEWSKI FOR A BROAD-RANGING 
DISCUSSION OF POLICY TOWARD POLAND. THERE WAS EMPHASIS 
ON HUMAN RIGHTS AND CULTURAL EXCHANGES, EXCHANGE OF INFOR 
MATION, BROADCASTING, AND IMMIGRATION POLICIES. ON FAMILY 
REUNIFICATION, THE GROUP CALLED FOR MODIFICATION OF OUR 
ALL-EMBRASIVE APPROACH, SUGGESTING WE "COMPROMISE" ON A 
NARROWER DEFINITION OF FAMILY. THEY ALSO DISCUSSED THEIR 
NEW POLICY OF ACCEPTING LIMITED CONTACTS WITH THE GOP. 
FEEDBACK FROM THE MEETING HAS BEEN POSITIVE, AND WE BELIEVE 
A GOOD BASIS FOR CONTINUED CONSULTATION HAS BEEN ESTAB- 
LISHED. A FULL MEMCON FOLLOWS. 

7. WE ALSO DISCUSSED WITH PAC REPRESENTATIVES OUR PLANS 
FOR A "POLAND DAY"' CONFERENCE WHICH ARE MOVING AHEAD. 

AL BRAINARD, RECENTLY ASSIGNED TO EUR AS OVERCOMPLEMENT, 

IS WORKING ON THIS. WE NOW CONTEMPLATE SCHEDULING IT FOR 
THE LAST WEEK IN SEPTEMBER. WE WANT TO ACCOMMODATE THE 
AMBASSADOR'S PLANS (HIS JUNE 5 LETTER TO LUERS) BUT ALSO 
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TO AVOID OTHER CONFLICTS SUCH AS WITH THE UNGA, WHICH 
WOULD DRAW AWAY POSSIBLE DEPARTMENT PRINCIPALS. 

8. CMEA SESSION IN BUCHAREST. WE WOULD APPRECIATE YOUR 
ASSESSMENT OF PREMIER JAROSZEWICZ’S SPEECH. ACCORDING TO 
SKETCHY FBIS REPORTS WE HAVEHE STRESSED THE ENERGY 
PROBLEMS AND, AT LEAST BY IMPLICATION, CRITICIZED THE 
SOVIET APPRO ACH.INA REPORT BY DAVID ANDELMAN IN THE 
JUNE 29 NEW YORK TIMES JAROSZEWICZ BLAMED "LACK OF A 
FIRM GUARANTEE OF BASIC SUPPLIES OF FUEL, ENERGY AND 
RAW MATERIALS, WHICH HE SAID WERE ESSENTIAL FOR THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF THE COMECON STATES." ANY OTHER INFORMATION 
YOU GET ABOUT THE CMEA MEETING WOULD BE APPRECIATED. 
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9. WIESLAW ADAMSKI APPOINTMENT. A RECENT FBIS ITEM 
REPORTS ADAMSKI HAS BEEN MOVED TO A VICE MINISTERIAL POST 
AT THE MINISTRY OF COMMUNICATIONS. ANY WORD YOU GET AS TO 
POSSIBLE REASONS FOR THIS SWITCH AND WHO WILL REPLACE 
ADAMSKI AT THE FOREIGN MINISTRY WOULD LIKEWISE BE
